Tho fee system is more rigidly en- 


forced on u big passenger steamship 
bau auywhero else. Il is ono of liio 
ibices whero servants demand their fees 
and tell you the amount, that they thiuk 
ron onght to give them. While tho 
vuittTB at restaurants and hotels expect 
'DOS for their services rttid will hint and 
nay perhaps make 'it embarrassing for 
you if they are not paid they have 
lot pone so far as to tell yon that they 
waut a fee and prescribe tho amount. 
2ven porters do not do that. They come 
around, brush your coat and hat and 
run the whisk over your trousers, but 
it is seldom that they a.sk you for any 
money, let alone a specified amount. 


On the passi ngcr .steamers the stew- 


ards regard their fees as a matter of 
right as much' an (he steamship com- 
pany regards your passage money. It is 
possible to avoid paying the fees, as 
±ey aie not collectable by law, but tho 


who does not pay them will 


nave trouble iu getting his luggage off 
the steamer, and it would be well for 
aim to keep off steamers afterward 
where any of tho servants of that boat 
are employed. 


Tho stewards seem to havo some sort 


of fee guidebook or black lii-t of passen- 
gers who do not give fees, so that they 
can make them suffer ou fuiure trips. 
Certain fees are regularly fixed and es- 
pected, irrespective of the cost of the 
stateroom or the style in which a man 
travels, whilo certain other fees rlopend 
on the style. For an ordinaiy passenger 
there are fees to be given to tho state- 
room steward, the saloon steward, the 
dock steward, the smoking room steward 
and the barber and bath man. 


The fee to tho steward who looks 


after your t-t.iterooin is ubout" 10 shil- 
lings. The steward who waits on you 
at thu table shnuld receive the same foe. 
Thu deck steward, fi.r bringing you an 
occasional drink and looking after your 
steamer chair and rugs, expects u shil- 
lings, but he will take half a crown. 
Tho smoking room steward expects fi 
shillings, and if you are in tho smoking 
room u great part of the trip he feels 
that he is entitled to as much as the 
stateroom steward or your waiter. A 
bath every day on the passage can ho 
had for a 6 shilling fee. 


These rates arc fixed by long custom. 


The stewards can tell whether or not a 
man understands tho ratvs and if he will 
pay at the end of the trip. If they do 
not thiuk that h« will, they give him 
hints from time to timo until they got 
fcomti assurance on his part Hint he 
recognizes the obligation of the feu sys- 
tem. 
If they think lie will not pay, ho 


will have u hard time of it. He will 
find that ill" stateroom is not well made 
np; that 1m does not get can- when ho 
is seasick; that ho is served last at tho 
tnble and docs not get tbe things that 
ho ordered; that tho wrong drinks and. 
cigars come to him in the smoking 
room, and that his steamer chair is con- 
stantly lost. Tho servants are as effec- 
tive as seasickness in making a man's 
trip miserable. 


These fees aro not to bo paid until 


tho last day of the trip. 
Thu fcenaiits 


very speedily find out at which place a 
passenger is to get off. If making his 
first trip, they are pretty sure to know 
it. It is advisable for him in that case 
tu cell his stateroom steward and his 
waiter that ho wi!. ,,-i-o -hem the regu- 
lar fee at the end of the trip ±t they 
Berve him properly and that if they do 
not they will not get a penny. If he 
tells them this in the proper way, he 
will get ae good service as tho man who 
is well known. 


The last morning of tho trip iho state- 


room steward comes round for his fee. 
If the passenger does not offer it, the 
steward Kuggests that; it is customary 
to give him a fee, and that tho regular 
foe is half a sovereign. If anything less 
is offered him and he thinks he can get 
a half sovereign by refusing to accept 
less, he will at once hand the proffered 
sum back and say in an insolent way 
iLhfc hr- never takes less than tho regu- 
lar fee.

Sun. under yesterday's date, says: Tin 
Spanish peace commissioners today aji- 
alyized the American projx>sal concern- 
ing the Philippines with giuatur care in 
Us actual application to the finances ol 
the archipelago. Their first impression 
that, under the proposal, America would 
pay in ciish the amount which had ac- 
tually Hf.-n expended for the benefit ot 
the islands proves to have been mislead- 
ing. The Spanish representatives there- 
fore mnitied the Madrid government 
that, under the terms submitted b) 
Judge l>ay Monday. America would noi 
Ix; called upon to pay a penny for the 
acquisition of the archipelago. 


America's offer is to reimburse Spain 


for the sums which the latter expended 
for public betterments In the Islands, ex- 
clusive of all expenses in connection with 
the insurrevtion. Th* facts, according 
to official information, are as follows: 


All the expenses of the government ol 


the Philippines were paid by a reserve 
from the Islands themselves previous to 
1S97, except 3S.OOO.OOO pesetas (about $V 
600,000, which \\t-re advanced from the 
Cuban treasury for the early expenses ot 
the Philippine rebellion. 
This sum. It 


peems, was returned to the Cuban fund 
from the proceeds of the Philippine loati 
of 200,000,000 pesetas ($40,000,000 issued 
last ye;ir. The remainder of this loail 
was de-voted. 100.000.000 pesetas ($-0.000.- 
000) for general war expenses. iri.OOO,- 
000 pesetas ($11.000.000) to reimburse the 
Philippine treasury fur advances It had 
made for use in Cuba., and a cash bal- 
ance remains of only 400. OUO 
pesetas- 


($80,000). America does not offer to paj 
a peseta of this debt. 


The Spanish attitude in this situation 


Is not tajsily described. They no lonjtei 
disguise their dulerminau»n to reject 
the puvposa! with disdain. They doubt 
if live Madrid K >vernine-nt will take th« 
trouble to submit counter proposals, an 
atrreemp-nt being obviously impossible. 


The Spaniards are anxious to empha- 


size the point that no agreement has 
boen reached as to the Cuban d<?bt.w hich 
Is merely IIUIIK up pending the Philip- 
pine discussion, and aJl questions be- 
fore the conference are therefore loft in 
a hope-less deadlock. 


The present Spanish determination to 


break off the negotiations and appeal to 
the conscience of humanity receives a 
cold \\elcome. Thp Temps says: That 
Is a. step th<-y will do well not to taka 
hastily. Humanity is slow to become 
indignant, an-d slower still to inieivene. 
The Tt-mps further observes that the 
present crisis proves how serious it la 
to draw a protocol that Is not sufficiently 
sped He. 


Th« same journal, In its assumed ca- 


pacity of a neutral adviser, observes: 
The conquerors should not abuse their | 
power. It would compromise the moral 
effect of tholr victory to strike the en«my 
when he is doun.
